INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  The  following  Notifications  were  received  during  the  year:- 

Measles:  1 2 Meningitis  1 

Dy sentry : 3 

Negative  results  were  obtained  from  the  laboratory  examination  of  stools  of 
notified  cases  and  contacts. 

FOOD  POISONING- : There  were  2 cases  notified. 

A local  General  Practitioner  telephoned  on  Sunday,  23rd  May,  1971  stating  that  he  had 
3 families,  members  of  which  had  become  violently  ill  some  hours  after  consumption  of 
cooked  pressed  meat  purchased  at  a butcher's  shop. 

Investigations  revealed  that  6 persons,  two  from  each  family,  had  consumed  cooked 
pressed  beef  and  became  sick  in  from  2 to  12  hours.  The  remains  of  the  pressed  beef, 
surrendered  by  the  butcher,  and  the  remains  of  the  beef  purchased  by  one  family  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  found  to  be  contaminated  by  Staphylococcus 


aureus 
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From  two  of  the  faecal  specimens  submitted  from  the  patients  slight  growths  of 
Staphylococcus  aureus  were  obtained,, 

The  meat  was  cooked  by  the  butcher  himself  on  Tuesday  evening  and  first  offered 
for  sale  on  Wednesday  morning.  No  complaints  were  received  from  any  persons  who 
bought  the  meat  on  the  Wednesday  and  Thursday.  The  affected  families  purchased  their 
meat  on  Friday  afternoon  and  Saturday  morning,  consuming  the  meat  some  hours  later. 

This  would  appear  to  indicate  that  the  cooked  meat  became  contaminated  in  the  shop 
whilst  being  offered  for  sale.  No  septic  lesions  were  found  on  the  persons  serving  in 
the  shop,  but  the  display  counter  on  which  the  meat  was  kept  and  the  manner  of  handling 
were  such  that  contamination  of  the  meat  from  hanging  sausages  and  raw  meat  was  liable 
to  occur  at  any  time. 

The  shop  and  one  of  the  families  involved  are  in  the  Burry  Port  Urban  District 
Council  area,  the  other  two  families  being  in  the  area  of  the  Llanelli  Rural  District 
Council.

IMMUNISATION. 

Experience  in  Wales  and  elsewhere  continues  to  show  the  value  of  maintaining 
a high  level  of  immunisation  in  the  population  against  certain  diseases.  In 
particular  those  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  measles  and 
tetanus.  It  must  be  emphasised  that,  where  these  diseases  have  been  absent  for 
many  years,  the  prevention  of  a possibly  serious  epidemic  depends  on  the  percentage 
of  susceptible  persons  in  the  population  who  have  been  immunised  or  vaccinated 
against  these  diseases. 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox  need  no  longer  be  recommended  as  a routine 
procedure  in  early  childhood.  Vaccination  continues  to  be  recommended  for 
travellers  to  and  from  countries  where  smallpox  is  endemic  or  where  eradication 
programmes  are  in  progress  and  for  health  service  staff  who  may  come  into  contact 
with  patients.

There  were  no  schemes  awaiting  Yfelsh  Office  approval  and  none 
were  under  consideration  for  the  area  by  the  Water  Board  at  the  end 
of  1971. 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis 
are  taken  by  the  Board  and  have  proved  satisfactory.  The  water  is 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and  is  not  plumb o- solvent. 

Samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department,  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  in  addition  to  those  taken  by  the  Board,  were  satisfactory.

The  Defendant  Company  of  George  J.  Mason  Ltd,,  entered  a plea  of  guilty, 
at  the  hearing  in  September  of  a Summons  before  the  Llanelli  Justices,  for  bacon 
unfit  for  human  consumption  having  been  sold  from  the  local  shop  of  the  Company 
in  May.  The  Defendants  were  fined  £50.00. 

MILK  - THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS.  1965  AND  AMENDMENT 
REGULATIONS,  1965.  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS.  1959 

Samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  taken  for  Bacteriological  Examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen  satisfied  the  prescribed  tests. 

No  Untreated  milk  is  produced  for  retail  sale  in  the  Urban  Area  and  no  samples 
were  obtained. 

There  are  6 premises  registered  as  Dairies  (other  than  Dairy  Farms)  from  which 
6 persons  operate  as  Registered  Distributors  of  Milk. 

IHB  CREAM  - THE  ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT.  ETC.)  REGULATIONS.  1959 

Samples  of  Ice  Cream  taken  for  examination  were  found  to  be  in  the  Provisional 
Grade  I. 

ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD.  No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,l955» 

SID.',LL-FISHV  A fairly  large  shell-fish  processing  factory  operates  within  the 
area.  This  is  regularly  inspected  and  samples  of  the  products  have  always  proved 
to  be  satisfactory.  There  are  no  commercial  shell-fish  beds  in  the  district,  the 
-hell  fish  being  imported.  19  samples  of  imported  shellfish,  before  and  after 
processing  were  taken  and  upon  examination  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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SLAUGHTER!! PUSES ; There  are  no  active  Slaughterhouses  in  the  area  at  the 
present  time. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES:  There  is  one  Gut  Scraper  Factory  in  the  area  at  which 
2 general  inspections  were  made, 

DRAINAGE  & SANITATION:  The  whole  of  the  Urban  area  is  sewered  to  a 

treatment  plant  which  provides  sedimentation  with  re-circulation,  drying 
beds  and  effluent  discharge  into  the  Burry  river  estuary. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A once  weekly  collection  is  in  operation  in  the  District  for  which  a 
rear-loading  refuse  vehicle  with  hydraulic  compression  mechanism  is  used. 
Refuse  receptacles  are  provided  by  householders  and  business  people 
themselves.  In  November  a hammer  mill  pulveriser  was  brought  into  use 
for  the  pulverisation  of  the  refuse  before  deposit  in  a natural  land 
depression  near  the  foreshore  at  the  Old  Harbour. 

British  standard  galvanised  refuse  bins  and  plastic  bins  are  purchased 
and  stocked  by  the  Council  for  sale  to  residents. 


RODENT  CONTROL  - PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

A Rodent  Operator  is  employed  part  time  to  carry  out  rodent  control  work, 
A free  service  is  given  in  respect  of  private  premises  and  a charge  is 
made  for  treatment  at  business  and  industrial  premises. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  notifications  of  infestations,  routine 
inspections  and  treatments  are  made  at  the  Council's  Refuse  tip  and 
other  lands.  The  sewers  are  treated  twice  annually. 

Rodent  Control  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  indicated  in  the 
following  table  which  is  a copy  of  the  Annual  Report  (Form  I.R.31)  for 
1 971  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

The  schools  were  kept  in  a sanitary  condition.  All  schools  and  school 
kitchens  are  connected  to  the  main  sewer.  The  schools  in  the  area  are:- 
Secondary  Modern  School,  two  Primary  and  two  Infants'  Schools  and  a Welsh 
(infants'  and  Primary)  School  - Ysgol  Parc  Y Tywyn  - at  temporary 
premises  at  the  Memorial  Hall  and  Parish  Hall,  Stepney  Road.  There  is 
also  a Play  Centre  held  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  (9.43  a.m.  to 
12  noon)  by  volunteer  parents  for  children  between  3 years  and  Infant 
School  age.  The  Army  Cadet  Force  Headquarters,  Stepney  Road  is  used  for 
the  purpose. 

Periodic  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  Schools  and  their  kitchens 
by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

RAGFLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT.  1951  & REGULATIONS.  1 961  & 1963 
There  are  no  Rag  Flock  premises  in  the  area. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS.  There  are  no  such  pools  in  the  area.  During 
the  summer  months  sea  bathing  is  enjoyed  by  a large  number  of  inhabitants 
and  visitors  to  the  town.  An  indoor  swimming  pool  is  available  at 
Llanelli. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  i960 

The  Council  is  in  Membership  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Society.  Complaints 
of  noise  nuisance  from  a Social  Club  were  investigated  which  involved 
listening  watches  being  carried  out.  4 Informal  notices  were  served  in 
respect  of  the  operation  of  musical  chimes  on  itinerant  ice  cream  vending 
vehicles  outside  permitted  times. 

HOME  SAFETY 

A local  Home  Safety  Committee  \?as  set  up  in  as  a sub- committee  of 

the  Health  Committee,  to  deal  with  all  aspects  of  Home  Safety  in  conjunction 
with  the  Wales  Home  Safely  Council  and  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Accidents. 

The  Council  became  a participating  member  of  the  Wales  Home  Safety  Council 
i a 1969. 

COUNCIL  CEMETERY 


There  were  20  interments  during  the  year. 

COUNCIL  MORTUARY.  Post  Mortem  examinations  are  now  being  carried  out  at 
the  Llanelli  General  Hospital,  therefore  the  Council  Mortuary  was  not 
used  this  year.
